Objects  to  Temple  Cup  Oudm. 

Tb(  baseball  magnate,  J.  Earl  Wag¬ 
ner,  j-’  vehement  and  emphatic  in  his 
objection  to  the  Temple  cup.  He  says: 
“Th(*f  Temple  cup  games  are  beyond 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  National  league. 
They  ire  conducted  solely  for  the  inter¬ 
est  «>f  tbe  players  and  by  the  players. 
Then  are  no  rales  or  restrictions  gov¬ 
erning  tbe  players  while  these  games 
are  bt  ing  played.  While  I  do  not  think 
it  is  hardly  possible  that  the  least  scin¬ 
tilla  or  suggestion  of  crookedness  would 
creep  into  these  contests,  the  fact  re¬ 
mains  that  the  publio  would  criticise  or 
queen  on  the  Temple  cup  contests  more 
read.ly  than  they  do  obampionsbip 
gam  s.  If,  for  example,  the  Baltimore* 
wou  by  a  Urge  score  and  on  the  next, 
day  the  Clevelands  turned  the  tables, 
you  would  hear  It  whispered  about  that 
the  Te  mple  cup  was  a  schetoe  to  make1 
money  for  the  ‘'players  and  tbal  tbe 
money,  nor  ths  glory .was  what  tbe. 
contestants  were  after.  And,  again,  the 
Temple  contests  have  inspired  many  ex¬ 
hibitions  of  rqw^yiam. '  V^-Ssohange. 


iugs  in  which  apartments  of  six  roomsl 
uud  bath  may  be  had  ut  monthly  reutJ 
a  Is  varying  from  $30  to  $40  are  now 
provided  with  the  conveniences  wbioif 
in  1830  and  even  a  year  or  two  later 
were  confined  to  the  places  which 
brought  at  least  twioe  as  much.  This 
►cliau  go  was  not  due  to  the  desire  of 
philanthropic  landlords  to  increase  th# 
comfort  of  their  tenants.  The  improver 
ment  waa  really  wrought  by  the  remov¬ 
al  from  tbe  city  of  many  persona  who 
do  business  here  and  who  very  sensibly 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  moro 
sensible  to  apply  tbe  rent  that  ona 
would  pay  in  tbe  city  to  the  purchase  df 
a  house  in  tbe  country,  where,  after  all, 
it  is  much  better  for  the  children,  if 
there  be  any,  and  where  there  are  not 
undue  demands  in  a  social  way  upon 
the  usually  slender  purse  of  tbe  man 
who  works  for  wage  or  salary. 

As  a  result  of  all  thia  there  are  today 
more  vacant  desirable  flats  in  New 
York  than  ever  before.  At  least  that  la 
what'  the  old  timers,  who  sometimes  get 
things  right  say.  Naturally  the  rents 
have  also  gone  down.  Persons  who  wen 
paying  $60  a  few  years  ago  are  now  liv 
ing  in  better  apartments  for  a  monthly 
rental  of  $10  less.  This  class  of  real  ro¬ 
tate  is  no  longer  considered  the  gilt 
edged  investment  that  it  onoe  waa 
The  Bowery  De- Bowery-load. 

It  is  not  unusual  to  hear  the  old  tin»e< 
rounders  deploring  tbe  changes  in  the* 
Bowery.  While  the  old  conditions  were 
not  such  as  to  commend  themselves  to 
tbe  average  sedate  citizen  it  cannot  hej 
denied  that  they  lent  a  weird  pictur¬ 
esque*)  ess  to  that  quarter  of  the  city. 
But  that  fa<t  has  not  served!  to  stay  $hei 
march  of  progretw  and  stop  the  elimina¬ 
tion  of  all  essentially  “alum”  districts 
Eaoh  year  tbe  Bowery  becomes  less 
Boweryish,  and  tbe  end  is  not  yet.

Miss  Meacham, 
J  M,  Bancroft  and  all  were  opposed 
to  the  ev  tension  across  the  Morris 
Canal.  ‘  This  was  s  private  neighbor¬ 
hood  aWl  no  bridge  was  necessary. 

Mr  ftarrett  then  discussed  the 
cost  of  $  his  project.  Under  the  law 
as  it  n^w  ahinds  assessments  fur  ben 
etita  w*.uld  !>e  levied  on  abutting 
properly  owners,  and  if 
for  daf^sgee  .lo  not  exceed  the  bene¬ 
fits  then  tbe  town  wool  I  have 
make  qp  the  differeuce.  A  atrip 
land  1^1x150  feet  through  Gilbert'* 
coal  yfhl  would  be  requited  and  the 
damages  would  be  great. 

WitA  respect  to  the  other  side  of 
the  cafial,  most  of  the  land  belong*  to 
tbe  Railroad  Company  and  Thomas 
Oakes*  The  Commission  can  award 
stnalljLunagee.  The  grade  will  be 
10  foM high  and  the  bridge  60  feet 
witle,  d  mi  It  of  iron.  The  coat  of 
opetu  g  tbe  street  and  building 
rood,  not  including  macadamixic 
woOkt,  he  said,  cost  $4000.  The 
bridge  will  oost  Lh^  county  about 
$4000!  more.

Oaks*  has  a  letter  from  Superintend¬ 
ent  Moody  of  tbe  Greenwood  Lake 
Radioed  in  which  he  say*  that  the 
statKfti  will  be  built  across  the  canal 
at  Wklnut  Street,  and  if  thia  is  the 
oase  there  are  enough  approaches  to 
th id-  point  already.
